BC students do well 


in state tests 


Michigan Educational Assessment 
Program (MEAP) results were recent- 
ly compiled for the Boyne City 
Schools for the fourth, seventh and 
tenth grade students to measure how 
well students have mastered reading 
and math skills. 


Students who meet at least 75% of 
the tested objectives are considered 
to have performed satisfactorily. 
85.1% of the fourth graders, 83.5% 
of the seventh graders and 83.1% of 
the tenth graders satisfactorily met 
the state ofjectives in reading and 
87.7% of the fourth graders, 58.3% 
of the seventh graders and 67.1% of 
the tenth graders met the math objec- 
tives. 


Although statewide results ate not 
yet in, Boyne City students consis- 
tently do better than statewide 
scores. 


In addition to being tested in math 
and reading areas, the Boyne City 
tenth graders were selected to parti- 
cipate in the sample testing in Career 
Development, Boyne City High 
School was one of six sites statewide 
to have had students individually in- 
terviewed in the area of career devel- 
opment by a representative of the 
State Department of Education.

In the case of the improvements at 
The Bread Box with $6,000 of exterior

Robert Polleys will have his SEV 
frozen at $19,700 with an expenditure 
of $19,000 on improvements. 

Elizabeth Jacobs’ improvements on 
the second floor apartment in her 
building do not qualify for tax exemp- 
tion as the certificates are not avail- 
able for living quarters.

To a lonely person, to 
someone at home recup- 
erating from an illness, 
the importance of the 
call cannot be over-es- 
timated. 

‘| look forward to 
it,"” says Mrs. Adele 
Snyder, of Boyne City, 
who receives a regular 
morning call from Kar- 
en Bowman of Charle- 


voix, 

Mrs. Snyder began 
receiving calls when she 
was discharged ° from 
the hospital after an ill- 
ness. Now living in the 
Litzenbutger Apart- 
ments she comments, 
“It’s not at all neces- 
sary, now, because I am 
sutrounded by people. 

“But even surtoun- 
ded by people you can 
be alone,’”’ Mrs. Snyder 
comments. ‘Mrs. Bow- 
man is a delightful per- 
son. J really enjoy talk- 
ing to her."" 

There is a practical 
side to the telephone re- 
assurance setvice, as 
well as the just plain 
friendly neighborliness. 

“One of our clients, 
an older woman, re- 
ceived a regular call ev- 


_ ery morning. One even- 


ing she apparently 
slipped and fell in fer 
kitchen. She laid there 
all night until her son 
came by the next morn- 
ing and discovered het. 
Luckily she was not 
badly hurt,'’ Mrs. Dav- 
enport continued. 

“When our caller 
heard about the acci- 
dent and that the son 
would visit every morn- 
ing, we switched the 
calling time to evening, 
so someone was check- 
ing on the woman twice 
a day.” 

But for most people, 
the importance of the 
daily telephone call is 
the friendly, interested 
voice on the phone.

Entries include 
curried chicken, pasta 
salad and spicy pop- 
corn, featuring recipes 
from Michigan 
gourmets.

Zero-Proof Mix-Off con- 
test for bartenders. The

Nine-five percent of 
the drivers were less 
than 25 miles from 
home during the two 
holiday periods. Dark- 
ness also was a com- 
mon denominator, with 
75 percent of the fatal 
accidents occuting at 
night during the Christ- 
mas holiday and 80 per- 
cent during New Year's.

Jim Dilworth, snowmaker to the 
Olympics, working on machines 


For the past several 
years Jim Dilworth, 
General Manager of 
Nubs Nob Ski Resort, 
has spent time during 
his off-season as a ski 
atea consultant design- 
ing ski areas and snow 
Making systems. His 
latest ski area, which 
opened last year, is 30 
miles from St. Louis, 
Mo. 

As an inventor and 
designer of snow mak- 
ing machines and vari- 
ous modifications there- 
of, he has become a 
traveling man, which is 
something when you 
understand that as a 
youth, this Charlevoix 
County native con. 
sidered the Elmira Hill, 
some 30 miles away, the 
end of the road. 

But the snow making 
machines designed by 
Dilworth and manufac- 
tured by SMI in Mid- 
land, MI, are familiar to 
skiers at winter resorts 
in the Rockies, midwest 
and Adirondacks, and 
soon in Japan and Eut- 
ope. 

Skiers at Nubs Nob 
can see evidence to Dil- 
worth’s handiwork both 
in the layout of its 21 
slopes (six beginners, 
five novice, six inter- 
mediate, and four ex- 
pert, two of which the 
Detroit News labels as 
the toughest in lower 
Michigan) and in the ar- 
rangement of its 28 
snow making machines. 


Twenty of these mach- 
ines are permanently 
mounted on 32 foot high 
towers standing on the 
steep slopes where it is 
difficult to use wheeled 
machines. 

The latest six have 33 
inch diameter fans and 
weigh 800 pounds. They 
were invented and de- 
signed by Dilworth and 
Robert Brinks, mainten- 
ance supervisor at Nubs 
Nob. Patents on the 
new machine have been 
applied for by the two 
men and are pending. 
When granted, the pat- 
ents will be assigned to 
Nubs Nob, Inc. 

“The big thing is to 
design ways to make 
more snow with less en- 

>tTRy, as enetgy costs 
keep rising,’’ Dilworth 
explains, adding that 
the new machine con- 
verts a gallon of water 
into snow with only .4 
horsepower. 

“This is a consider- 
able savings from the 
2% horsepower re- 
quired by the air-water 
machines presently in 
usé at most ski areas,”’ 
Dilworth points out. 

“Snow volume pro- 
duced by any machine 
depends on many 
things, including the 
temperature and hu- 
midity,’’ Dilworth con- 
tinued. “This new 
machine will make snow 
on a dry day with a tem- 
perature of 30 degrees 
Fahrenheit. But when

the humidity is high it 
can only make snow 
when the temperature is 
around 25 or 26, Evapor 
ation is patt of the key. 

“There ate two prin- 
ciples in making snow; 
evaporation cooling and 
heat exchange, that is 
taking the heat out of 
water with cool air. This 
machine uses both. The 
original principie was to 
use compressed air and 
water which is very in- 
efficient and requires 
high energy.’’ 

Some years ago Dil- 
worth and Everett Kir- 
cher, owner of Boyne 
Mt. and Boyne High- 
lands (which Dilworth 
surveyed, designed and 
supervised the construc- 
tion, incidentally) inven- 
ted the Boyne Machine. 
Their Boyne Machine is 
manufactured by SMI, 
which retains Dilworth 
as a consultant sending 
him all over the world to 
design and layout snow 


making systems, using 
the Boyne Machines. 

The need for snow 
making machines at low 
altitude ski resorts in 
the somewhat fickle cli- 
mates of the midwest is 
fairly obvious. Usually 
snow machines enable 
resorts to open earlier 
in the season and stay 
open later in spring. 
Without them, most 
midwest and many east- 
ern resorts would have 
been unable to operate 
at all during the winter 
of 1982. 


Dilworth explained 
that every ski complex 
has “problem areas’’ 
where snow needs to be 
made. Usually snow 
making is required at 
the bottom of slopes 
whete concentrations of 
skiers cause melting or 
on spots with southern 
exposure which tend to 
melt on a bright sunny 
noon or early afternoon, 
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THE DIAGONAL STRIDE 


What is the diagonal stride? If 
you have read any ski touring 
articles, you probably have come 
across the term diagonal stride 
and wondered what it meant. 
The diagona! stride is the 
technique used to ski across fiat 
and gradually sloping terrain. It 


got its name from the fact that 
the arms and legs are used in a 
diagonally opposite manner. 
That is, the left arm and right leg 
are swung forward at the same 
time, just like in walking. Re- 
membering that the opposite 
arm and leg are used as a unit 
when cross country skling can 
help you achieve a smoother 


diagonal stride.

Weatherwatching tips for winter sports 


Thete’s more to win- 
ter weather reports than 
meets the eye or the ear 
of TV or radio audien- 
ces. And skiers, most of 
all, should know more 
about what those 
reports mean in order to 
get optimum time on 
the nation’s ski slopes 
this winter. 

Since the majority of 
today’s skiers are 
Metropolitan area dwel- 
lers, in all likelihood 
they listen to weather 
reports targeted directly 
at the immediate vic- 
inity, a weather envir- 
onment quite unrelated 
to that at ski areas near 
and far. 

According to the Nat- 
ional Ski Areas Associa- 
tion, the trade organiza- 
tion that represents the 
nation’s ski  afeas, 
skiers should fearn to 
interpret some of the 
language used by 
weather forecasters as it 
relates to their favorite 
winter pastime. 
Weather Watch Words 
and What They Mean to 
Skiers 

A, Winter Storm 
Watch or Warning: The 
first means some snow 
is possible while the lat- 
ter means it’s probable. 
There is usually no need 
to be concerned of im- 
minent danger. In most 
regions blizzard condi- 
tions are rare. What 
these words mean are 


that skiers should be 
prepared for winter 
driving. Automobile as- 
sociations can offer 
some helpful winter 
driving hints. These 
words should be music 
to skiers’ ears. 

B. Severe Cold: Ski- 
ing and colder temper- 
atures go hand in hand. 
Not only do colder tem- 
peratures produce ligh- 
ter, fluffier snow, but 
over 75 percent of the 
nation’s ski areas have 
snowmaking equipment 
which spews out greater 
volumes of snow the 
colder it gets. Thus, ski- 
ing conditions usually 
improve the colder it 
gets. Skiwear today is 
made out of high-tech 
material that keeps 
skiers warmer and drier 
than ever before. With 
proper clothing, skiers 
can be comfortable and 
enjoy some super condi- 
tions when thermometer 
readings drop. 

C. Wind Chiil: Wea- 
ther reporters fove to 
speak in terrifying tones 
about wind chill factors. 
But wind chill numbers 
do not take into account 
clothing, without which, 
of course, no one would 
venture outdoors winter 
or summer. It also does 
not take into effect 
sunshine, which is often 
plentiful on clear, cofd 
days. Nothing warms 
body and spirit as much 


as bright sunshine and 
blue skies over the 
magic of snowcovered 
ski slopes and frost en- 
crusted evergreens. To 
provide additional com- 
fort on the coldest days, 
wear @ scat, neck ga- 
tor or face mask, in ad- 
dition to sorma! insulat- 
ed ski apparel, and the 
wind chill factor wili be

ously. 

E. Long Range Wea- 
ther Forecast: The: rate 
of accuracy of these 
reports, even from the 
National Weather Ser- 
vice, is only slightly 
better than the 50-50 
guess one might take by 
flipping a coin. Even 
daily forecasts can miss

Kidd points out,

Observe all 
posted signs, and re- 
member, snow condi- 
tions vary constantly.”’ 
The trail marking 
symbols consist of a 
green circle denoting 
the ‘‘easiest trails at a 
particular area; a blue 
square indicates the 
“more difficult’? and 
the black diamond the 
“most difficult.” Ac- 
cording to the National 
Ski Areas Association, 
which produced and is 
distributing the Billy 
Kidd PSA, these sym- 
bols indicate the rela- 
tive degree of challenge 
of a particular slope or 
trail compared with all 
other trails at that one 
area. They are not a 
measurement of a par- 
ticular trail against 
those at all other ski 
areas. The National Ski 
Areas Association 
(NSAA) is the trade or- 
ganization representing 
the nation’s ski areas. 
The president of the 
National Ski Areas As- 
sociation, Cal Conniff, 
states, ‘‘Through Billy 
Kidd, a former skiing 
champion, we hope we 
can get important ski- 
ing safety messages out 
to as many skiers as we 
possibly can reach. Ski- 
ing too fast or out of 
control, no matter what 
a skier’s ability level, is

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Ice fishing is fun with the help of snowmobiles 


Fishing isn't just for 
summertime anymore. 
Snowbelt outdoorsmen 
are finding that good 
fishing, and the’ great 
taste of freshly-caught 
fish, can be found 
through the winter. It’s 
simply a matter of 
knowing where to look 


for fish—and that snow- 
mobiles in winter, like 
boats in summer, allow 
outdoorsmen to cruise 
frozen lakes and rivers 
for the best fishing 
spots. 

Gear needed for ice 
fishing, including aug- 
ets for making fishing 


holes, can be carried on 
the snowmobile or in a 
tow sled. Some snow- 
mobiles, such as the 
long-tracked Skandic by 
Ski-Doo, are specially- 
outfitted with rear 
hitch, ‘cargo bed, and 
side straps to secure 
equipment. 


Using your know- 
ledge of summer fishing 
you can try the same 
spots in winter, because 
fish often will remain in 
the same area through- 
out the year, although 
at different depths. 

Remember to stay off 
slushy ice, since this 


often indicates a thin 
crust rather than thick, 
solid ice. 

In areas where the 
streams never freeze 
over, particularly snow- 
belt mountain locations, 
the catches are great 
but often only reachable 
over the snow by snow- 


mobile. 

Fishermen should 
carry current licenses, 
obey quota fegulations 
and remember to get 
permission of the owner 
to fish on private prop- 
erty, point out the out- 
door experts at Bombar- 
dies Inc., which makes 


Ski-Doo and Moto-Ski 
snowmobiles. 

Fishing can be as 
simple or elabotate as 
you want, and the snow- 
mobile can make ice 
fishing as convenient 
and enjoyable as any 
fishing you’ve experi- 
enced.
